EX-BANKER DIES 
ON THE LENE 


Walter R. Hutchinsen's Last 
Sleep Was With a Tramp. 


LEFT HOME WHILE INSANE. 


A Once Preminent Citizen of Boonville 
Found Dead Under a Tarpaulin 
by His Bedfellow. 


Walter R. Hutchinson, the insane default- 
er of the Commercial Bank at Boonville, 
Mo., was found dead on the Levee at the

foot of Chestnut street at 5 o’clock Thursday 
morning by his tramp companion. 

He had stretched himself out on the 
rocks, drawn a heavy tarpaulin over him- 
self before going to sleep and died some 
time d from heart+ 


digease superinduced by dropsy and rheumaq., 
tim to which he was a suffefer. He wan- 


haps died without awaking te cénscious- 
ness. 


Walter R. Hutchinson was at one time 
one of the best known and best liked men 
in Missouri. He stood high in the ranks 
of Knights Templar of the Masonic frater- 
nity, and reared a most estimable family. 
A year ago his mind began to fail him 
and at irregular intervals it would entirely 
desert him and leave him without reason 
for days at a time. It was probably during 
one of these insane periods that he died, 

Soon after his mind began to trouble him 
his books in the Commercial Bank at 
Boonville, where he was cashier and where 
his home was, became tangled. Six months 
~ an expert found there was a shortage 
of several thousand dollars and the bank 
officials held a consultation with Mr. 
Hutchinson and the defalcation was set- 
tled up by his assigning his life insurance 
to the bank. 

Then he came to St. Louis for medical 
treatment. He rented the house 802 Clark- 
son place, where he, his wife and his daugh- 
ter, Miss Bernadine, lived. Dr. Hughes was 
his physician. 


At 5 o’clock.a. m. William Quigley rushed 
into the Chestnut Street Police Station and 
told of finding the dead man. Quigley is a 
fireman and out of employment.. He said 
that while he was sitting on the Court- 
House steps .at 10:30 o’clock Wednesday 
night a man approached and asked him 
how he was fixed. The man was tall, heav-

His wife was 
a Miss Bendell, whose parents were wealthy 
residents of Boonville. 

While studying music in this city Miss 
Hutchinson formed the acquaintance of 
Mrs. James, living in Clarkson place, and 
when the family moved to this city last fall 
the latter induced them to occupy the 
house next to hers. 

During their residence in this city Mr. 
Hutchinson, though apparently healthy and 
strong, has been an invalid, besides a par- 
tial mental wreck. He was confined to his 
bed about Christmas time by a severe at- 
tack of dropsy and since then was troubled 
considerably by that malady. He was also 
u sufferer SA rheumatism and was con- 
siderably troubled with his heart.

THE WARSHIPS’ RENDEZVOUS, 


Several Orders Construed to Mean That 
Trouble With Spain Ia 
Apprehended. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 16.—The Journal has 
the following special from Washington, D. 
E. 
The Navy Department is communicating 
with the commander of its chief squadron 
with haste and secrecy. Rear Admiral 
Bunce is flying his fag at Hampton Roads, 
but half a day’s journey from Washington. 
Yet Secretary Herbert has found it neces- 
sary to communicate with him through the 


medium of a telegraphic cipher dispatch. 
The naval telegraphic code is used almost 
invariably in cabling, but is never employed 
in communicating with commanders in 
home waters save in cases where the great- 
est secrecy is an essential requisite of the 
situation. 

The precise contents of the dispatch are, 
of course, unknown to any one outside 
Secretary Herbert and Admiral Bunce, but 
that it is of the utmost importance is not 
doubted by the high rank naval officers 
who know it was sent. 

The Columbia, the New. York and the 
Indiana, the three most capable vessels of 
the fleet, are under orders to rendezvous 
at New York. The new monitor, the Ter- 
ror, was put in commission to-day at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, and added to the ves- 
sels named. Together they constitute a 
formidable war fleet. The Columbia and 
New York are under orders to stop at 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island, the.naval am- 
munition point for the Atlantic seaboard. 
An order has just gone out to purchase 
500,000 tons of coal, to be distributed at the 
naval coaling stations on the Atlantic sea- 
coast. 

These things taken singly might de desti- 
tute of significance, but grouped they seem 
to be of serious importance. Is it simply 
by chance that they have happened at prac- 
tically the same moment, so that they ap- 
pear to be but different parts of a single 
act? That is the question naval officers and 
members of the foreign committees of the 
two Houses of Congress are asking. 

It is believed that our hegotiations with 
Spain about Cuba are not proceeding 
smoothly, and may become at any moment 
strained beyond the resources of diplomacy. 

A member of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee says it is believed that the President 
is preparing to take about May 1 some defi- 
nite, perhaps radical step, toward interven- 
tion in Cuban affairs. If this view be cor- 
rect the hasty cipher dispatch to Admiral 
Bunce, the rendezvousing of the Columbia, 
the New York and the Indiana at New 
York, the putting of the Terror in 
commission and adding it to those three, 
the stopping of the New York and Columbia 
at the naval ammunition station of the At- 
lantic Coast and the ordering of an enor- 
mous supply of coal for the Atlantic naval 
coaling stations are explained—they resolve 
themselves into successive and related parts

FLIMSY EXPLANATION MADE. 


It Is Said That Bus Is Still on 
Sheriff Troll’s Pay-Roll 
as a Glerk. 


In the role of a martyr Mr. Henry Bus, 
ex-Deputy Sheriff and de facto President of 
the School Board, is not a howling suc- 
cess. ' 

His friends are saying that he was hound- 
ed“ into resigning the position of Deputy 
Sheriff, and that he is to return to the in- 
Burance business, in which he can earn 
more chan his monthly salary as a Deputy 
Sheriff, although he abandoned the former 
for the latter until frightened into resigning 


‘from the Sheriff's office by Supreme Court 


proceedings. 


A well-defined impression is abroad that 
Bus will continue to feed at the public 
trough in epite of his resignation from his 
salaried office. 

Mr. Louis J. Holthaus, Vice-President of 
the Fourth National Bank and ex-School 
Director, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he had been informed tbat Bus has been ap- 
pointed a clerk in the Sheriff's office by 
Sheriff Troll, in lieu of his position of Dep- 
uty Sheriff. As a clerk in the Sheriff's of- 
fice Bus, while drawing a salary from the 

ublic, will not be ineligible for a seat 
n the School Board, provided the Supreme 
Court does not decide that he vacated his 
seat immediately upon accepting the ap- 
pointment as a Deputy Sheriff in January 
of last year. Thus the martyrdom of Bus 
is transformed into a contemptible subter- 
fuge, designed solely to win him public 
sympathy and as a scheme to countefact 
the effort now being made to oust him 
from the Board. 

If Bus is on Sheriff Troll’s pay-roll as a 
clerk, he is drawing his salary as such 
without performing the duties of the posi- 
tion, according to attaches of the Sheriff's 
office. They state that Bus has not been 
agound the office since his resignation as 
Deputy Sheriff took effect. With such an 
arrangement Bys could very easily prose- 
cute his life insurance business as usual, 
having a wide field for it among the prin- 
pals and teachers of the public schools, se- 
cured by virtue of his occupying the presi-, 
dency of the Board. 

School Director Herman C. Grawe, the 


v particular friend of Bus, advances an 
— ple 


nation for the resignation which will 
sound peculiar to those acquainted with the 
circumstances of Bus’ appointment. Before 


he secured the appointment he told several (one. 


persons in great indignation that Troll had 
declined to recognize the element of the 
Republican party which Bus represents and 
had practically refused to appoint Bus. 
Afterward strong pressure was brought to 
bear upon Troll and he gave Bus the berth. 


Now that he has voluntarily abandoned 
the livelihood secured to him as a Deputy 
Sheriff in the attempt to hang onto the job 
of President of the School Board, to which 
no legitimate emolument attaches, the true 
explanation of it is being generally sought 
for. 

Such members of the board as could be 
reached were interviewed on the subject by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. Questions were 
also put to ex-President F. W. Brockman 
of the old board and ex-Director Louis J. 
Holthaus. The latter is the gentleman who, 
from the witness stand in open court, de- 
clared that a poor man could make $5,000 a 
year as a Mber of the School Board. 

Whey zolthaus was approached on 
the Bylxct of B ignation, he said:

discuss the question of why a man should 
give up a livelihood for a public position, to 
which no salary attaches. <r ee o Mr. Bus 
can afford to serve the public for glory. I 
have been told, though, that he has been 
appoirited a clerk in the Sheriff's office.“ 

Here is what Director Grawe had do say: 

“Mr. Bus resigned as deputy Sheriff mere- 
ly because he was hounded to it by the press 
and the people. It is a matter of pride with 
him. He told me himself after he had hand- 
ed in his resignation that his reason was 
what I state.

“HOLD UP YOUR HANDS.” 


This Command to Mr. Daniels Was Fol- 
lowed by a Highwayman’s Bullet, 


It came near costing Edward Daniels his 
life Wednesday night when he refused to 
hold up his hands at the command of a 
highwayman.

as I passed him, I glanced at him, but saw 
I did not know him. I had not more than 
passed when I was astonished at being 
halted by the man.

“I did not reply, but whirled around and 
faced the man. He was within five feet of 
me and had a revolver drawn. I went 
As I did so he fired. 
The ball struck me in the right arm. By 
this time I had drawn my revolver, and 
notwithstanding the pain was intense, I 
began shooting at the highwayman. e 
ran up Odell avenue and.I followed him. 
My pistol contained six. cartridges and I 
fired them all at him. My arm pained me 
so, however, that it doubtless interfered 
with my aim.” 

Mr. Daniels said that the shooting match, 
occurring so early in the evening, end 80 
many persons being on the street and on 
their front porches, a large crowd soon 
congregated, but by the time they learned 
what had happened, the highwayman was 
out of sight.

DEPENDENT ON POLICE. 


Coroner Wait Says There Should Be 
Special Officers fer Mis Office. 


“The relations between the Police Depart- 
ment and the Coroner’s Office should be 
very close,” said Coroner Wait to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. Without the greatest 
harmony between them justice is bound to 
be, defeated and many cases that look. to 
barmysterious must go unsolved. 

“Under the present system the Coroner’s 
Office is dependent entirely upon the police 
for information concerning all deaths that 
require investigation. The police summon 


the witnesses and outline the evidence for 
each inquest, and when these witnesses 
are summoned and that evidence is pre- 
sented, all that I can do in my official ca- 
pacity is to make record of the testimony 
adduced and let the jury do the rest, if it 
is a case of any importance. 

“Tf a man is beaten to death on the street 
and the police choose to report it as an 
accident, what can I do? It is their duty 
to investigate all such matters, and if they 
come to one conclusion it is impossible for 
me to establish a contrary fact unless the 
witnesses they have summoned shall choose 
to testify to a state of affairs different from 
that outlined by the police. If the police 
theory is sustained by the evidence, I can- 
not reopen an inquest without the presenta- 
tion of ether evidence, which it is not with- 
in my province to collect. 

„This state of affairs ought to be changed. 
There ought to-be men detailed exclusively 
for Coroner’s duty, and I am going to try 
to have a bill passed in the Legislature pro- 
viding for four such men for this city. I 
would have them ranked as detectives. 
Their only duty should be to investigate 
deaths that come under the supervision of 
the Coroner. Any case upon which they 
reported should be regarded as final, for it 
would have been thoroughly sifted. This 
is a reform that must come, and which I 
will endeavor to bring about.”

About 10:30 o’clock there was a terrific 
explosion: The flames had crept into the 
vault unobserved and it is supposed that 
the vitiated air ignited.- Several firemen 
were hurled distances varying from ten to 
twenty feet to adjacent roofs. * 

The seriously injured were Assistant 
Chief John F. Ba Z. 1213 North Market 
street; Patrick O’Brien, 237% Howard 
street; Thomas Finnegan, 3631.Lee avenue, 
and William Gleason, 2538 North Market 
street. These men were all badly burned 
by the flames and sustained numerous 
bruises and scratches. They were treated 
at the Dispensary and Gleason, Finnegan 
and O’Brien removed to the City Hospital 
Barry was taken home, 

It was at first supposed that Gleason had 
inhaled the flames and his condition wag 
considered precarious, but this proved not 
to be the case.
